It is usual for the Jack snips who 
ahove pencils for Louisville dallies to 
wait until the Legislature meets be- 
fore they begin to manufacture new 
lies, or rehash the old ones which 
been told every two years forages past 
about Frankfort and her hotels, but 
the Louisville Commercial of Thurs- 
day gets in ahead of time witli a 
string of yarns so ancient that their 
whiskers have grown and been toyed 
with by the winds of half a century 
past.

Death of Capt. IM. A. Dehn- 
ney at Atlanta, Ga., In 
His Slxty.Elgth 
Year. 

Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 8.- Capt M. A. 
Dehoney died to-day in the sixty- 
eigth year of his age. Cant. Dehoney 
was born in Kentucky, where on at- 
taining manhood ho became Sheriff 
of Scott county. He was a devoted 
adherent of the Hon. John C. Breck- 
inridge, and on the election of the 
latter to the Vice Presidency in 
1866, Sheriff Dehoney became a 
Deputy United States Marshal for 
Kentucky. For his service he never 
received a cent of pay. and it was be- 
cause of an agitation in his interest 
that Senator Powell was expelled 
from the Senate during the war. 
Capt. Dehoney raised a company for 
the regiment of Col. Russ Butler, 
and served during the war. At its 
close he went into business in Au- 
gusta, Ga.. and brought to the city 
his young nephew, J. F. 0. Black, 
who has since achieved fame. He 
lost $1,000,000, loaned out in one sea- 
son. After his removal to Savannah 
he still made friends, and while there 
he received the last autograph let- 
ter to which Gen. Lee ever signed his 
name. Several years ago Capt. De- 
honey removed to Kansas City, 
where he took charge of the Del- 
monico Hotel. Two years ago he re- 
tired from business. 
The above dispatch was clipped from 
the Courier-Journal of Monday. Capt. 
Dehoney formerly lived near White 
Sulphur, Scott county, was a cousin 
of Mr. W. 8. Dehoney, of this city, 
and has many friends and relatives 
in this county. 

The correspondent of the Courier- 
Journal is mistaken in saying that 
Gov. Powell was expelled from the 
United States Senate for advocating 
Capt. Dehoney's claim, for he was 
never expelled from that body, but 
served out his term.
